POSSIBILITIES OF AMPLE: SUPPLY 


The possibility of supplementing the Colony’ 3} 
Suipnly of water from artesian wells was discussed 


by Mr. W. S. V. Curtis, B.Sc., during an interview. 
with a “China Mail” representative to-day. . 


“Instruments that are practically infallible: for}. 


finding water are on the 


market to-day, and have 


been successfully used the world over,” he said, 
“and pumps with a capacity of. more than 
15,000,000 gallons per day. each, are supplying 
whole cities and townships from artesian wells, | 


The Hon. Mr. H. T, Creasy, Director of Public 


Works informed the “China Mail” that the-scheme 
had been tried, without success although no bor: 
ings of very great depth liad been’ made, 


When interviewed by a4 
“China Mail” representative to- 


day, Dr. R. A. de Castro Basto,|. 


a member of the Sanitary Board, 
favoured the well water system, 
stating it could be used’ for both 
drinking and domestic purposes. 
Sea water, he explained, .was in- 
clined to deteriorate the pipes, 
leaving an accumulation of sorts. 
He greatly favoured sea water 
for hydrants, remarking that the 
deterioration would not be so 
bad, as the ‘pipes were bigger in 
diameter. , 

Dr. Basto further explained 
that before the rider main sys- 
tem. was’ introduced, Hong Kong 
had its only water supply from 


wells, but the Government in re- 


cent years closed all wells be- 
cause of contamination and the 
fear of ‘epidemics spreading. 
They only allowed: wells to he 
used where pumps were affixed, 
and this was common.with many 
of the houses nowadays, 

"Tt is impossible - to use ‘sea 
water for all domestic purposes,” 
he said, “For instancé, soap will 


not lather With it; another point 


is that it would have to be treat- 
ed, and that woul be very eX- 
pensive,” 


‘Speaking of thie Shing Mun 
River scheme, Dr. Basto said 
that with the completion. of the 
harbour pipe-line, the chances are 
that if there is another drought, 
it will not be so severe-as in 1929. 

When asked if. the consump- 
tion of 22 gallons per head ‘was 
above normal, as. expressed by 
both Dr. H. Balean and Dr. G. W. 
Pope, Dr. Basto said that he was 
inclined to agree. But one has 
to remember that a HBuropean 
uses more water than a. Chinese, 
but the average consumption is 
based upon the.whole population, 
in which the Chinese outnumber 
the Europeans. . 


“Ip Summer ‘for instance,” ” he 
remarked, “a ‘European’ has one, 
or even two ‘baths ‘a day, apart 
from washing. his hands and face 
very often; wheréas the. Chinese 
use their water mainly for’ oe 
ing and drinking purposes, a 
for what little washing they do! " 

Dr., Basto urged people to boil © 
all their water, and to. drink 
more aerated waters, ; 
was no fear. of ‘germs in the lat- 
ter, as they w 2 dispelled by. the 
Bas. :
